He had favored 
the nomination of Major Leonard Wood but Wood appointed a 
political enemy of Hamon's as one of his chief lieutenants. Jake 
Hamon then broke with the General. Andrew King of Boston, 
one of the leading Wood men, tried to prevent a break but Ham- 
on told him "King I am through with Leonard Wood." Hamon 
was elected as National Committeeman in the March primaries. 
He ruled the Republican State 
Convention 
in Oklahoma City 


shortly afterward. 
The convention decided that the Oklahoma ' 


delegation to the Republican National Convention would support 
Governor Frank Lowden, of 111.

Dublin, March 14.—Six Sinn Feniers were oxt-cuted in 


Mt. Joy prison today by British authorities while 20.000 per- 
sons knelt in prayer outside the walls. The condemned men 
were led in pairs to their death at hourly intervals. 
All met 


their fate cooly-and almost cheerfully. Elaborate preparations 
were taken to prevent disturbance in the city. Extra guard.* 
were mounted and patroled through the crowd. Work 
was 


stoped. Many private industries were forced to suspend while 
employes joined the crowd at the prison gates. 
At the first 


sound of the prison bell announcing the start of the execution 
the anxious thousands threw themselves on the cobble stones 
and fingered their beads with nervous fingers.
